P lano's public sw ine 
flu im 
munization clinics will be conducted 
at Bowman and Wilson 
Middle 
Schools on Saturday and Sunday. Nov. 
6-7, it was revealed Thursday 
According 
to 
Ida 
Wellsman 
of 
Plano, co chairperson of the county 
First l>ady's Volunteer Program , the 
hours of operation are tenatively set 
for 9 a rn to 5 p m on Saturday, and 
from I to 7 p.m. on Sunday for all 
county residents 
Mrs Wellsman went on to say that 
small batches of the bivalent vaccine 
will be delivered to physicians in the 
county for private use on chronically 
ill patients, beginning on Monday. 
Oct 18 
“ However, there might be some 
delay if the vaccine isn t shipped to us 
in tim e.” she commented 
Bob English, spokesman for the 
State 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth 
Hesources, indicated Thursday that 
private dosages of the vaccine could 
be available as early as next week, 
though 
“Of course, that vaccine will be 
strictly for the use of chronically ill 
patients or thoae over the age of 65- 
probably 
who are 
nursing 
home 
residents. “ he said 
English went on to say that ap 
proxim ately 
60,000 
doses 
of 
monovalent and vivalent vaccine will 
be on hand for the immunization 
sessions, and that public injections 
will be given with the Ped-O Jet in 
jector 
“ It operates on compressed air," he 
explained, “and it’s almost com 
pletely painless and is extrem ely 
fast.” 
“ Now that we have definite dates 
and definite places to conduct the 
clinics, we can get started setting up 
for the mass immunization,” Mrs 
Wellsman stated "But right now. our 
biggest need is volunteers 
“ It’s my understanding that we 
need 15 volunteer workers for each 
immunization line, and that we ll have 
at least three lines in each clinic,” she 
continued. “That means we ll need at 
least 90 volunteers to work each shift 
I presume we ll try and work two hour 
shifts, so that should give you some 
idea of how many volunteers we 
need,” she added 
Mrs Wellsman went on to say that 


in addition to needing volunteer help 
at 
the clinic mostly for clerical 
work other volunteers are needed 
for 
telephoning duties 
and

“We will In* having a training 
session for all volunteers at 7 p rn on

Area Cows Hazardous 
To Motorists’ Health 


In a developing area like Plano, 
residents often encounter unusual 
hazards. 
Cattle straying onto streets and 
highways is one risk which has been 
more evident than usual during the 
past three months. 
One motorist and at least 17 cows 
have been killed in traffic accidents 
since July, according to police 
departm ent records. 
One such accident occurred at 5:45 
a m. Wednesday when a black calf 
was killed on FM 544 about three- 
fourths of a mile west of Preston Rd. 
The driver told police he didn’t see the 
animal until it was too late to stop. 
The calf was valued at about $130. 
“This problem (of livestock on 
roadways) is one which eventually 
takes care 
of 
itself,” 
says 
Bill 
Jackson, director of environmental 
health. “ As people move in, the 
livestock are going to move out and 
there won’t be a problem anymore. 
“ In the meantime, when we know 
cows or horses are out, we just round 


them up and attem pt to locate their 
owners,” he explains “The owners 
try to keep them in, but sometimes 
fences come down and the animals 
can cause some nasty accidents.” 
Fred Simon of Dallas was killed on 
July 13 when he attem pted to avoid a 
herd of cattle crossing Preston Rd 
about a mile north of Yeary Rd. The 
load on his truck slipped, crushing 
him and injuring Sidney and Albert 
Steen, also of Dallas. Eleven cows 
were also killed in the accident. 
Just over a month later, David 
Bryan Henning of Dallas sustained 
minor injuries when his car struck 
and killed a Brahman bull about 1,000 
feet north of Yeary Rd. on Preston Rd 
The accident occurred at about 2 a m. 
on Aug. 29. 
Four accidents involving 
cattle 
were reported in September. Gerald 
M orris 
G ratton 
of 
C arrollton 
sustained m ajor injuries in one of the 
collisions. The $500 cow was killed on 
Sept 19 at about 8:35 p m. on Preston 
Rd about four-tenths of a mile south 


of Collins Rd 
A cow and a calf were killed in 
separate accidents on US 75, although 
no injuries were reported. One ac­ 
cident was reported at 4 a rn. on Sept 
12 about 
one-half mile south 
of 
Rowlett Creek and the other occurred 
on Sept. 20 at 9: IO p.m. about a mile 
and-a-quarter north of Spring Creek 
Pkwy 
A calf was also killed on SH 121 
about 2.5 miles east of Preston Rd. at I 
a m. on Sept. 24 No injuries were 
reported.

Jobless Rate 


Takes Dip To 


7.8 Percent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Unem 
ployment declined slightly to 7.8 per 
cent in September, the first dip in the 
overall jobless rate in four months, 
the Labor D epartm ent reported 
today 
However, the number of persons 
holding jobs also slipped for the first 
time since June, the departm ent said 
The O I per cent drop in September 
provided some small comfort 
to 
President Ford in the final weeks of 
his election campaign It was the last 
report on joblessness before the Nov 2 
election. 
But the job m arket basically has 
remained unchanged over the past 
three months, and the recently stong 
increase in total employment ap­ 
peared to be cooling somewhat. Ford 
has often boasted about the 3.7 million 
people who have found work since the 
recession was at its low point in May, 
1975 
Some 7 4 million persons were 
unemployed in September, down from 
7 5 million in August. This was the 
first decline since last May, when 
joblessness hit a post recession low of 
7 3 per cent 
Unemployment has been increasing 
steadily since last May and many 
administration economists feared it 
might hit 8 per cent in September. 
A total of 87 8 million persons were 
employed in September, a decline of 
160.000 from the previous month. It 
was the biggest decline since June. 
The total num ber of persons 
available for work 
also declined 
slightly for the first time in four 
months The civilian labor force now 
totals 95 2 million persons, down 
280.000 from August. 
It was the 
biggest decline since February, 1975. 
The decline in total employment 
might have been larger had 100,000 
striking workers not returned to work 
in September —most of them in the 
rubber industry. 
Teen-agers enjoyed much of the 
decline in joblessness during Sep­ 
tem ber.

PLANO 
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Shades Of Tokyo 


Not to be confused with a deserted field somewhere in China during the 
early 1940s, this is a semi-deserted pasture north of Plano, near the Forest 
Grove Cemetery and the time is now. This Mitchell B-25 medium bomber— 
which actually took part in the World War ll raids on Tokyo from American 
aircraft carriers in the Pacific—was forced down Wednesday afternoon 
because of engine failure. Owned by I.N. Burchinal, who operates a World 
War II flying museum in Paris, Tex., the bomber was enroute to Paris from 


Great Southwest Airport when trouble developed. First setting down at 
AirPark Airport in west Plano. Burchinal and his son thought they had the 
problem fixed and took off again, only to be forced down in this field. Now , to 
make matters worse, the Federal Aviation Agency tells him he can’t put the 
plane in the air again, which means that if he wants to get it to Paris, he'll 
have to dismantle and ship it, piece bv piece.

Dogs Used In Cancer Study 


Vet Believes Dogs Serve As Warning System

veterinarian 
believes dogs develop en­ 
viron m en tally 
related 
cancers much earlier than 
man and may serve as an 
early-warning system to 
predict general rises in such 
tumors among humans. 
Dr 
Edward L. Gillette, 
professor of radiology and 
radiation biology at the 
Colorado State University 
College 
of 
Veterinary 
Medicine, bases his theory 
on the fact many tumors in 
dogs 
closely 
resemble 
human tumors and the 
development and incidence 
of cancer among dogs and 
humans is nearly the same. 
“ The overall incidence of 
malignant tumors in dogs is 
very 
sim ilar 
to 
man, 
although there are some 
differences,” Gillette said. 
“ We find some tumors in 
dogs which are unknown in 
man and vice-versa. 
“ But generally speaking, 
many tumors are of the 
same type, roughly the same 
incidence and seem to take 
pretty much the same course 
of development.” 
Gillette has been studying 
canine tumors for three 
years under a grant from the 
National Cancer Institute. 
He said recent information 
from the NCI left little doubt 
of the environment’s impact 
on cancer development.

Dear Dr. Greenstone, Is it normal for young children to 


have fears? We have tried to raise our child in such a way as 
to eliminate most sources that might be frightening to him, 
yet at times, he still becomes fearful. Are we doing 
something wrong? 


Dear Reader, No matter how ideal the child-rearirig 
methods are that we employ with our kids, nearly all will 
experience anxieties and fears during their lifetime This is 
not to say that the way you raise your child is not important. 
Quite to the contrary. The more skillful you become in 
helping your child to develop in the most realistic ways, the 
better equipped your youngster will be for coping with life 
and its problems. 
The key here is to realize that while the way in which you 
raise your child is important, that no methodology will 
eliminate all fears. Further, it is probably best that this is so. 
Normally, a child encounters fearful things in his daily 
environment, and will probably continue to do so throughout 
his life. We as his parents, can be most helpful, not by trying 
to eliminate the sources of these fears, but by helping our 
child learn how to respond, and to cope with his feelings and 
with the fear-producing situation. 
W hile anxiety and fear may be the cornerstone of neurotic 
behavior, anxiety and fear do not cause neurosis. The 
development of such ailments usually relates to the way in 
which the individual copes with fear and anxiety, rather 
than to the mere experiencing of these feelings. 
Another part of this entire consideration is that many 
fears encountered during childhood are quite common to 
most children. Kids will have nightmares about monsters, 
and often talk about witches and goblins. Talk of retaliation 
to and destruction of these monsters is also not uncommon 
Fears may also arise relating to very common, ordinary 
situations which to us as adults are usually non-fear 
producing Fears of running water in the bathtub or of the 
drain, fears of the dark, fears of parents leaving, fears of 
leaving mom and dad. and fears relating to a new brother or 
a sister in the home are all examples. 
There are at least two elements to be considered in at­ 
tempting to resolve the problems of childhood fears. 
First, most children have the ability to resolve their own 
irrational fears. How they do this is not always clear. W'e do 
know', however, that very early in a child’s life he has the 
resources to evaluate, anticipate and defend against per­ 
ceived dangers. 
Second, the more that we understand about these inner 
resources of the developing child, the better position we will 
be in to assist in developing them We must not shield from 
real life. We must assist our children in learning how to deal 
with life in the most responsible wav possible.

Gillette said his program 
of comparative oncology - 
the

"W e don’t know why dogs 
develop cancers similar to 
man s but in a much shorter 
period of time It may be 
because 
dogs, 
propor­ 
tionately. 
mature 
much 
faster than humans 
“ The tumor rate in dogs 
seems to peak about IO to 12 
years of age That compares 
to about 50 or 60 years in 
humans, which is roughly 
the same age where we find 
a large number of our 
human cancers.” 
Because of that, he said, 
scientists might be able to 
predict future increases in 
human cancer if they noted 
rises in the same type of 
cancer among dogs. 
“ If veterinarians see a rise 
in canine liver cancers in a 
certain area of the country, 
for instance, it may signal a 
corresponding rise in human 
liver cancer in the same 
area in 15 to 20 years.” 


Gillette said one problem 
involved in making such 
predictions was the lack of 
accurate dog population 
figures 
throughout 
the 
country. 
“ Veterinarians can tell us 
if they’ve diagnosed more 
canine cancers recently, but 
that doesn’t necessarily 
mean that dog cancer is on 
the rise 
It might simply 
mean that the overall dog 
population has increased, so 
a veterinarian probably will 
see more animals with all 
types of diseases.”

“ I will donate $10,000 to hts 
(alleged spy’s) 
favorite 
charity if he will take and 
pass a polygraph test saying 
he hasn t taken valuable 
inform ation 
to 
the 
OU 
coaching staff." Royal said 
Royal said he also would 
donate $10,000 to OU coach 
Barry Sw itzer’s favorite 
chairty if he can pass a lie 
detector test saying he 
hasn’t received any in­ 
formation from the alleged 
spy. 


Tony Herry, 34. a Houston 
oil and gas retailer, says a 
former business friend told 
him he spied on Texas 
workouts. 
The alleged spy is a for 
mer coaching associate of 
OU defensive coach Larry 
Lacewell at another school, 
Herry said. He said the man 
revealed UT’s strategy last 
year to OU coaches and in 
1972 when OU blocked a UT 
quick kick the Longhorns 
had not used in Jour years.

Switzer operates,” Lacewell 
said when contacted in 
Tulsa, Okla. “It’s a rumor in 
the past, saying someone

When asked if he thought 
OU had been spying on his 
practices in previous years, 
Royal said, “ I think so I 
don’t know why they would 
stop this year.
